S.O. 570 (E),—Whereas the Central OovernmcEt 
has received information that the films “THE GODS 
MUST BE CRAZY” (English! and “BEAUTIFUL 
PEOPLE” (English), which have been certified by 
the Central Board of Film Certification, have been 
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produced by companies whose piincipals belong to 
South Africa; and wherca-, tbcic is a ban on liadc 
with South Africa; and whereas import and exhibi¬ 
tion of South African films will affect our interna¬ 
tional relations; and whereas the Central Gt vern- 
ment IS pnm.i lacie of the opinion that the films 
thus offend the guideline lelating to biendly rela¬ 
tions with foreign States mentioned in para 2(viii) o1 
the guidelines issued under this Ministry's notifica¬ 
tion No. F. 5|5|77 f(0 dated 7-1-78 (as amended) 
and thus contravene the provisions relating to 
“friendly relations with foreign States” within the 
meaning of section 5B(J) of the Cinematograph Act 
1952 (37 of 1952) (hereinafter called the said Act) 
and whereas the continued exhibition t f the films is 
likely to affect our international relations and the 
Central Government feels it necessary to prevent the 
exhibition nt the films immediately. 


Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (c) of sub-section (2) of section 6 of the said 
Act, the Central Government hereby directs thal* 
the exhibition of the films entitled “THE GODS 
MUST BE CRAZY” (Enghsh) which was granted 
TJ’ certificate No. 84725-U dated 5-10-82 by the 
Central Board of film Certification, Madras, and 
“BEAUTIFUL PEOPLE” (English) which was 
grimted ‘IT certificate No. U-95386 dated 7-10-80 
by the Central Boaid of FiIitl Certificalion, Bombay, 
be suspended in The whole of India for a period of 
two months with cflcct from the date of issue of this 
Notification. 
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
